Among the most engaging and deter- 
mined buyers at Saratoga was Miss 
Eleonora (“Call me E. R.”) Sears. Early 
each morning the white-haired  sports- 
woman. who last year the Fasig- 
Tipton Company's leading buyer at the 
Spa. was on hand for a close inspection of 
yearlings to be sold that night. In snap- 
brim felt hat. anklets. and walking shoes 
Miss Sears tromped the sales area. just 
about wearing out her new trainer. Jimmy 
Smith. 

On Monday morning Miss Sears admit- 
ted that she had come to Saratoga with 
a heavy heart. “Oh. I'm so depressed.” she 
said. “You just don’t know how depressed 
I am.” Nothing that she had bought in 
her first big splurge last year had run 
well. and the horse which had showed 
the most promise. the 3-year-old filly 
*Soya. tore a suspensory ligament in the 
Monmouth Oaks and would have to be 
retired. “Everyone says to keep trying.” 
she said. shrugging her shoulders. 

Miss Sears’ new trainer has had a long 
experience in racing. After a brief career 
as a jockey about 20 years ago, he opened 
a public stable. In 1938 he became head 
trainer for Dixiana. later he trained the 
E. R. Bradley stable. Smith said Miss 
Sears now has 2 broodmares on her Burr- 
land Farm. near Middleburg, Va.: the 
12-year-old *Rivaz and the 10-year-old 
*Usumbura. both purchased last year 
from the Aga Khan’s consignment at 
Keeneland. 


F. C. Rand Jr.. of Sante Fe. N. M.. de- 
cided in mid-week that he had “looked 
at horses until they all look alike.” One 
of Saratoga’s principal buyers, Rand got 
6 yearlings for $36,900. 

A tall, graying man in his 40’s, Rand 
is the former publisher of the Sante Fe 
New Mexican, a daily paper of nearly

NEW YORK 
A Link With the Past 


New York. The National Museum of 
Racing chose the week of the Travers 
Stakes to open its new building. The 
Colonial-style brick, which will preserve 
fragments of Thoroughbred racing’s glam- 
orous past, was not finished completely 
when a special preview was arranged be- 
fore a dedication by Gov. Averell Harri- 
man. 

The timing was perfect. In one small 
corner of the building is a framed racing 
plate, 3 of its 9 nails still in place. This 
was the shoe of Lexington, sire of the first 
winner of the Travers in 1864. 

The colt which won that first Travers 
was Kentucky, and, since the next 2 win- 
ners of the Travers—Maiden and Merrill 
—also were sons of Lexington, this plate 
hanging now in Saratoga provides a kind 
of link between the earliest Travers and 
the 86th renewal. which was won by 
Christiana Stable’s Thinking Cap. 

It must have been a kinder day when 
the stakes had its first running. At least, 
it couldn't have been much worse than 
this year’s weather. A 3-day downpour 
did not stop until just before post time, 
and when the sun came out it was too 
late to help anything. Only 14,539 cus- 
tomers were on hand to watch 5 colts do 
their best. 

Thinking Cap earned his victory and 
the $19,150 which went with it. There 
was competition throughout and, as was 
the case with Kentucky, the best-played 
horse was not first across the line. In 
truth, Thinking Cap was the least-played 
member of the field—and the only one 
which had won its last start. 

Grandpaw tried to outrun everyone, 
but before many splashes Thinking Cap 
and Paul Bailey pushed to the fore. It 
remained this way until Eddie Arcaro 
asked Traffic Judge, the odds-on choice. 
to go ahead. The Clifford Mooers colt 
did as requested. A few furlongs later 
Thinking Cap decided to test the leader. 
and found him wanting. The Christiana 
colt won by 2 lengths. 

Since this was the second stakes win 
for the son of Rosemont and since both 
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were accomplished over muddy strips, the 
assumption was made by jockey Bailey 
that he had been astride a superior mud- 
der. There was no argument from Mr. 
Arcaro or any other witness. 


A Scampering Style 


A 2-year-old filly equally proficient in 
speed appeared earlier in the week at the 
Spa. Mrs. Helen Kellogg’s Dark Charger 
simply turned on the gas for a few strides 
in the Schuylerville Stakes and asphyx- 
iated 7 other fillies in the 514-furlong 
event. Her 7-length margin under a tight 
pull by jockey Tony DeSpirito made 
many believe that the daughter of Depth 
Charge would do well against any sort of 
opposition, colts included. 

A timing of 1:0535 over the deep Sara- 
toga racing strip is hard to fault. She 
does her job and does it well. With little 
quick strides she pulls away from all op- 
ponents, but it is hard to see how her 
scampering style can take her further 
than the short sprint distances.

Law-Enforcers Only 


New York Supreme Court Justice Jacob 
Markowitz last week ruled that the State 
of New York cannot bar public employees 
who earn more than $5.000 a year from 
obtaining licenses to work at race tracks. 

After the scandals at New York trotting 
tracks last year, the legislature passed a 
law making race track employment illegal 
for public employees earning more than 
$5.000. Wilfred D. Murtha. of Wantagh. 
L. I., a physical education instructor in 
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Massapequa, Long Island. for several years 
has worked as a mutuel clerk at Roosevelt 
Raceways. This year when Murtha ap- 
plied for a license the track told him that 
he was not eligible, since his school salary 
was $6,700. He took the case to court. 
Judge Markowitz said, “It is obvious 
that the continuation of this type of 
personnel in the employment of the tracks 
is neither harmful nor detrimental to rac- 
ing. No breath of scandal has been men- 
tioned or attributed to any of this type of 
personnel employed at the race track... . 
(The legislature) provided that its prohi- 
bitions against licensing and employment 
at the tracks shall not apply to any 
public employee, other than a member of a 
law-enforcing agency. who was qualified to 
hold a license prior to April 6, 1954.” 


The judge directed Roosevelt Race- 
ways to issue a license to Murtha.

jamin J. Lindheimer, executive director 
of Arlington-Washington Parks, to receive 
its annual “man of the year in racing” 
award, which will be presented at the 
Guild’s annual dinner at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel in New York City on 
September 24. 


Sterling Young, secretary of the Guild, 
said Lindheimer was selected because of 
“his outstanding contributions to racing 
over a long period of years.” He noted 
that Lindheimer was one of the trustees 
of the Guild when it was organized in 
1940, and that he helped obtain the in- 
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surance policy which now covers all 


jockeys in the U. S.

NEW MEXICO 
The Molehill at Ruidoso 


About 6 weeks ago the New Mexico 
State Racing Commission received com- 
plaints from some of the dividendless 
stockholders in Ruidoso Downs that the 
track’s finances were not being handled in 
a businesslike manner. The commission 
ordered its secretary. Ray Lewis. to inves- 
tigate the operation. and asked accountant 
Shelby Hogan to audit the track’s books. 


Late in July the commission announced 
that it would hold a hearing in Albuquer- 
que on August 2 to hear the results of the 
investigation. Several reporters showed 
up for the hearing and were denied admit- 
tance. One of the representatives of the 
Santa Fe New Mexican then telephoned 
Gov. John Simms to protest the closed 
hearing. Governor Simms called commis- 
sion chairman B. M. (Red) Keohane, of 
Roswell, and ordered him to admit the 
newsmen. 


The auditor reported that the Ruidoso 
Racing Association in 1954 had expenses 
of $472,643, an income of $443.904. The 
Jockey Club, set up by the track, had an 
income of $17,558.58 and expenses of $40.- 
219.97. According to Hogan, the books 
showed that the racing association owed 
Gene Hensley, general manager and prin- 
cipal owner, $16.146.29, and the Jockey 
Club owed Hensley $20.950, for services 
as officer of the corporations. 


Hogan reported that the track bought a 
Beechcraft airplane last year for $17.145. 
In buying the plane. Hensley traded in 
his old plane. for which the track paid 
him $4,000. In addition to the plane pur- 
chase, the track spent $14.974.66 on travel 
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last year. Another $4,936.23 was listed 
under a miscellaneous heading of “promo- 
tion and entertainment.” 


The reporters then got an earful. The 
books showed that O. M. Lee Jr., a com- 
mission member who held 100 shares of 
stock in Ruidoso Downs, had been lending 
the track between $40,000 and $60,000 
each year and had been receiving between 
30 and 40 per cent interest. In 1953 Lee 
received $8.000 from the track for “per- 
sonal services.” He had accepted several 
“oifts” from the track. one of them a $102 
hat. 


Lee offered his resignation the next 
morning. and it was accepted immediately 
by Governor Simms. 

Holder of 90 shares of stock in the track 
was Mrs. Mary Trieb. mother-in-law of 
chairman Keohane. She got preferential 
treatment. Although the track had lost 
money for 3 years. she had received 2 
dividends. one of 6 per cent and one of 
10 per cent. Keohane said he did not 
know of the deficit. 

Governor Simms called a special meet- 
ing of the commission the next day. and 
New Mexican eyebrows went a little high- 
er. It was revealed that in 1953. before 
Hensley and his brother James (who sold 
his stock to Gene in June. 1955) were li- 
censed. the New Mexico police had fur- 
nished a report on the Hensleys to Gov. 
Ed Mechem and to the racing commission. 
According to Governor Simms, the report 
showed that both of the Hensleys had 
police records. The New Mexican report- 
ed that in May. 1948. Gene Hensley was 
cenvicted in Phoenix. Ariz., of falsifying 
Federal records, was sentenced to a year 
in prison, and was fined $2,000. He was 


released from the Federal prison at Tuc- 
son. Ariz.. in February, 1949. 

Keohane said the commission did not 
learn of Hensley’s background until after 
he was licensed. He said the commission 
relicensed him, after getting the informa- 
tion. because “he did a good job the 
previous year. This Governor Simms 
“couldn’t understand.” 

According to the New Mexican, at the 
second day of the hearing, Keohane— 

Admitted that he had accepted a $102 hat from 
the Association, and said that he saw nothing 
wrong with a state official receiving gifts from 
organzations which he is supposed to regulate. 

Said that he would not have accepted gifts from 
the track if he had known its financial condition, 
but that he would accept gifts from La Mesa Park 
in Raton if offered. 

Agreed that the Racing Commission is respon- 
sible fer regulation of New Mexico race tracks, but 
said he had no knowledge that commissioner Lee 
was lending money to the track. The minutes of 
virtually every association directors’ meeting men- 
tion the loans. Keohane said he had never read 
the minutes. 

Said that, although the Raton track submits a 
fairly complete annual report to the commission, 
no attempt was made to get such a report from 
the Ruidoso track. 

Conceded that after records of the Hensleys 
were known they were asked to reduce their stock 
holdings but that nothing was done to prevent 
Gene Hensley from actually doubling his stock 
ownership. 

On August 5 Governor Simms an- 
nounced that he was sending Pope Gos- 
sett, former Colfax county sheriff, and 
Caesar Sebastian, state budget director, to 
Ruidoso Downs to supervise the track. He 
also ordered 2 state policemen to the 
track to “keep a watchful eye on ac- 
tivities.” 

One of the items in the audit was 
$607.75 charged to “officers’ meals” at 
the Nob Hill restaurant in Ruidoso. Gov- 
ernor Simms said it had been determined 
that the track had been picking up the 
checks for Capt. Tuffy Tafoya, of the 
state police, and several other officers. 
Tafoya recently was transferred from Rui- 
doso. Governor Simms said his case would 
be considered by the New Mexico State 
Police Commission. 

Bill Bailey, sports writer for the New 
Mexican, called for Keohane’s resignation. 
Keohane said he did not plan to resign. 
but added that “the governor can have 
my resignation if he wants it.” Governor 
Simms said he would “think about it.” 

Newspapers throughout the country car- 
ried stories about the “scandalous” cendi- 
tions at Ruidoso Downs. Gene Hensley 
said the newspapers were making the sit- 
uation appear worse than it was. and that 
the state was “making a mountain oui of 
a molehill.”. Oscar Otis. Daily Racing 
Form columnist. said the racing was 
clean; he was not surprised “that the 
furore at Ruidoso which began as a sim- 
ple question as to the ownership of a 
block of stock should have mushroomed 
into a political issue.” Molehill or mush- 
room, there was a stench.

Comment for Viewers 


Cuicaco. The Washington Park win- 
ner’s circle was the scene of 2 brief but 
interesting interviews on August 13, both 
conducted by Bryan Field for the benefit 
of TV audiences. 

“I'm very happy to have Lithe’s first 
foal win a race like this.” said smiling Hal 
Price Headley. whose chestnut filly. Supple 
(Mr. Trouble—Lithe. by *Pharamond II). 
had just won the Princess Pat Stakes. 
earning $57,710 with a %4-length victory 
over Mrs. Joe Tomlinson’s Guard Rail. 
“But the best performer in the race was 
jockey Willie Hartack.” 


Supple was Hartack’s fourth consecutive 
winner of the day. He had won earlier 
with Jovial, Parador, and Tuosix. At the 
end of the day Hartack had 244 winners. 
giving him a lead of 9 over Willie Shoe- 
maker in their battle for the national 
championship. In the first 2 weeks at 
Washington Park, Hartack had 21 win- 
ners, Shoemaker 14. 

The Princess Pat winner was a wean- 
ling when Headley, dispersing his brood- 
mare band in the sensational sale of No- 
vember, 1953, received $85,000 for the bar- 
ren mare, at that time a record price for a 
broodmare sold at auction. No doubt 
Headley’s pleasure over Supple’s victory 
was equaled by that of J. S. Phipps, for 
whom Arthur B. Hancock, Jr., bought 
Lithe. 

As far as the Princess Pat Stakes is 
concerned, the daughter succeeded where 
the mother failed. Lithe has a disting- 
uished record as a race mare, but in the 
Princess Pat of 1948 the best she could 
do was fourth to Sequence. Stole. and Al- 
sab’s Day. 

Just before the Princess Pat Stakes, 
Swaps’ trainer Meshach (Mickey) Tenney. 
was interviewed. He was confident that 
Swaps would win the American Derby 
(1,°; miles on the grass) on August 20 and 
would beat Nashua in their match race 
(1144 miles) on August 31. 

When asked how he thought Swaps 
would run in his first race on the grass 
Tenney said he believed ability to run 
well on grass. and also in mud. depends 
more on muscular response than on “feel” 
of the track with the feet. 

Ten Broeck No. 8 

Race No. 7 (15g miles on the grass) in 
the Ten Broeck series of distance races. 
scheduled for August 4. failed to go when 
owners in large numbers shied away from 
Dave Feldman’s French-bred gelding 
*Deux Moulins. When Ten Broeck No. 8 
came up on August 8. (1°, miles on the 
main track), Feldman let it be known 
that *Deux Moulins would stay in the 
barn, so 7 started. 

The race may have developed a couple 
of challengers to *Deux Moulins’ suprem- 
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acy as the best stayer now in the Middle 
West. The winner, Pine Ville (Menow— 
Skeet, by *Bahram) and the second 
horse. Gravy Boat (Platter—Star Quest. 
by High Quest), were responsible for a 
new track record, 2:1725. Gravy Boat. a 
5-year-old gelding owned by popular Jim 
Sands, made most of the pace, but was 
worn down in the stretch run by A. H. 
Henson’s 6-year-old stallion. Pine Ville 
was ridden by the king of the grass 
tracks. Johnny Adams. Frank E. Butzow 


Change of Schedule 


Benjamin F. Lindheimer, executive 
director of Washington Park, last week 
announced that the $25,000-added Beverly 
Handicap has been changed from August 
31 to September 2. to avoid conflict with 
the Swaps-Nashua race. which will be run 
at Washington Park on August 31. The 
change gives the track a Labor Day week- 
end program with 3 stakes. The Wash- 
ington Park Futurity will be run Septem- 
ber 3 and the Washington Park Handicap 
September 5. 


ARKANSAS 


Dog-Gone Commissioner 


Robert B. Roach, chairman of the 
Arkansas State Racing Commission, re- 
signed last week because he found him- 
self “between opposing pressures” in 
connection with the construction of a dog 
track at West Memphis, Ark. 

Gov. Orval Faubus appointed as new 
chairman Dr. Edwin L. Dunaway, of Con- 
way, a member of the commission. To 
replace Roach on the commission he 
named Joseph L. Schmelzer, of Little 
Rock. 


Governor Faulus said the 
would not be licensed unless the voters 
of Crittenden County (West Memphis) 
approved the project. A few years ago 
voters of the same county rejected a 
Thoroughbred track.

Albania’s 
unraced daughter Sugapud was the dam 
of My Request. 

Grecian Queen won the Schuylerville, 
Astarita. Demoiselle, and Marguerite 
Stakes at 2, and the following year took 
the C. C. A. Oaks. the Gazelle and Prioress 
Stakes. the New Castle Handicap, and the 
Monmouth Oaks. earning $310,225 in her 
first 2 years of racing. After that her only 
stakes placing was a second in the 1954 
Maskette Handicap. 

Combs announced another addition to 
the Spendthrift broodmare band this week. 
He bought the 4-year-old French filly

Monmouth Park’s Sapling Stakes has become 
one of the country’s top 2-year-old races since its 
revival in 1946. (It was one of the leading races 
at old Monmouth Park from 1883 through 1893.) 
Recent Sapling winners include Donor, Blue Peter, 
Battlefield, Laffango, Artismo, and Royal Coinage. 
In several of its renewals the Sapling Stakes has 
provided a jolting upset for top-class 2-year-olds, 
including Uncle Miltie and Royal Note. This 
year it jolted twice. 

Polly’s Jet and Decathlon, unbeaten in 6 and 5 
starts, respectively, were among the 6 entries. Be- 
cause of the ease of his recent victories, Polly’s 
Jet was the odds-on favorite at 1 to 2. Decathlon 
was 5 to 2. Only other starter under 20-1 was 
Needles, at 68-10. 

With Polly’s Jet showing his usual speed and 
Decathlon close behind, they were 6 lengths clear 
of the others in the first quarter. Leaving the 
backstretch, Avis and Needles cut the gap, as 
Polly’s Jet increased his lead over Decathlon from 
half a length to 1% lengths. At the top of the 
stretch Avis was shortening stride, Decathlon and 
Needles were whittling at Polly’s Jet’s margin. 
At the eighth-pole the 3 leaders were heads apart. 
In a few more strides Needles was half a length 
in front, and he steadily increased his margin, won 
by 2 lengths. Decathlon outfinished Polly's Jet 
for second. 

Although the track was rated only good, 
Needles’ time of 1:1035 cut one-fifth second from 
the previous race record, set by Battlefield in 1950. 

Needles is the third stakes winner to come 
from a group of 3 mares and 2 fillies bought by 
William E. Leach’s Dickey Stables, of Ocala, Fla., 
in the fall of 1952 from W. Rodes Estill, of Lex- 
ington. The mares were Noodle Soup, by Jack 
High, in foal to Ponder; Sis Brier, by Bull Brier. 
in foal to Model Cadet; and Carol Lee, by *Benagi, 
in foal to The Doge. The others were a yearling 
filly by Super Duper—Carol Lee and a suckling 
filly by Bull Brier—Noodle Soup. Price for the 
entire group was said to be under $10,000.

The Achievement was 
Board of Trade’s fourth win in 6. starts this 
year, his first stakes win, and it raised his earn- 
ing to $7,695. He was unraced at 2 last year.

"Il Rely on Conformation First, 
Breeding Next, and Performance Last 
Because It Is Most Expensive”

When Rex Ellsworth’s son Kacy was 
preparing to go to the University of Cali- 
fornia at Davis to begin the study of vet- 
erinary medicine, his father had this ad- 
vice: 

“There are only 3 things you can do 
with horses: feed them, breed them, and 
make them run. Learn all you can about 
those 3 things.” 

How well Ellsworth himself has done 
by this creed is exemplified at his new 
farm in Chino. 40 miles east of downtown 
Los Angeles. a smaller one at Ontario. 7 
miles farther east—and on the race track. 

For feed he has an automatic mill, en- 
gineered to his own specifications. which 
can provide for as many as 10,000 head 
of stock. At stud he has *Khaled. On the 
track he has Swaps. 

The beginning of his success reaches 
back 40 years and more. when Ellsworth 
was a chestnut-haired lad on the family 
ranch near Safford, Ariz. Among his 
earliest recollections is that of the gentle 
sway of a horse as his mother held him on 
the saddle pommel during her rides. which 
were not always a lark. In the summer 
the stock was taken to the mountains for 
3 months of upland grazing. The young- 
est child rode the pommel. 


A Home-Grown Ideology 


As soon as he was able to ride alone. 
Ellsworth was in the saddle from 10 to 16 
hours a day. when school didn’t have him 
tethered. Predicting a horse’s potential 
from conformation began then as a boy’s 
pastime. 

“The cowboy must know how many 
runs there are in his mount when he’s 
chasing straying cattle.” he explains. 
“Also, when you're riding 20 or 30 miles 
away from a camp. you have to know your 
horse to be sure you'll be back for supper. 
To learn these things I studied conforma- 
tion. I found the shape of the horse, his 
points, had a great deal to do with his 
wearability. the quality we call stamina 
on the race track.” 

As a result of those early studies. Ells- 
worth has a talent for horses akin to that 
which some persons have for painting or 


music. Some of his early successes sug- 
gested that he had come by some lucky 
breaks. But it wasn’t luck. 

Ellsworth always wants to know why 
something is done, no matter how long 
the procedure may have been followed by 
others. and then he wants to test it in the 
light of his own knowledge. The results 
have led him into some procedures that 
differ widely from those followed by most 
breeders. 


He doesn’t believe in nicks. He breeds 
considerably beyond the June 15 deadline 
most Thoroughbred breeders observe. He 
goes beyond the normal number of mares 
given to a stallion in a season. He won't 
have a halter on a horse until it’s time to 
ride it, and he doesn’t believe in catching 
up horses in a pasture. To make this un- 
necessary. his pastures are laid out in such

a way that all lanes lead to a cutting pen, 
to use the range terminology. Here they 
are maneuvered into stalls, still without 
being touched. 


“YT Just Told Them” 


By the middle 1940’s Ellsworth was 
anxious for a top-flight sire. His subse- 
quent purchase of *Khaled in Ireland for 
$160.000 is an illustration of his confi- 
dence. his talent for evaluating a horse’s 
potential, and his patience for exhaustive 


the Chino farm, answered with character- 
istic forthrightness. 

“[T had $100.000 I'd borrowed from a 
bank in Denver—we were running some 
cattle in Colorado—and after I'd paid it 
down to close the deal I had to come 
home and rustle the other $60,000.” 

The Ellsworth integrity must have been 
showing rather prominently for such a 
loan to have been made. 

“T just told them I wanted $100.000 to 
buy a horse. The next year, though, 
when a new director learned what the 
loan was for, he wanted it closed out. It 
was. too. as soon as possible.” 

He looked out a window, thoughtfully, 
before adding: 

“I’m not a gambler. but in a way I guess 
buying *Khaled was about the biggest 
gamble I could have taken.” 


Investment Planning 


Later. when Ellsworth had explained 
all the work that went into the selection, 
it sounded more like an investment than 
a gamble. Much of his preliminary in- 
formation came from Phil Bull’s Best 
Horses of 1945, and Ellsworth’s own eval- 
uations could be seen in passages under- 
lined with red pencil and in notes on 
margins and over conformation pictures. 

“I decided he had to be a horse at stud 
no more than 3 years. or from the 10 2- 
year-olds topping the 1945 English Free 
Handicap. If the horse had been at stud 
long enough for his produce to be shown, 
and it was good. the price would be too 
high. If it wasn’t good. I didn’t want him. 

“Five of the top 6 2-year-olds were by 
Hyperion. with Gulf Stream rated at the 
top. 4 pounds above *Khaled in_ sixth 
place. Both were undefeated at 2. but 
Gulf Stream didn’t run in as good races 
as *Khaled did. Gulf Stream was spec- 
tacular, though, a free-running horse. You 
had to boot *Khaled a little. if you wanted 
more out of him. but he always had 
something left. . . . 

“Now look at Eclair, *Khaled’s dam. 
Bull points out that she didn’t come to 
hand until the summer when she was 3, 
but then she won 5 of her last 6 races, 
including one at a mile, and 3 at a mile 
and a quarter. She was beaten only a 
length when giving 21 pounds at a mile 
and a half. Her performance stood out. 
All the dams in *Khaled’s pedigree were 
like that, for 5 generations back.” 

Above *Khaled’s conformation picture, 
in Ellsworth’s neat script was written, 
“Very. very good.” 

“You can’t fault him anywhere. He’s 
got perfect balance, a good stout hind 
leg. pasterns with the right slope, a keen 
neck—not heavy or studdy—low hocks

and low knees.” 

The preliminary studies done, Ellsworth 
went abroad in the fall of 1946, accom- 
panied by his brother Heber and J. A. 
Estes, editor of The Blood Horse. They

When it was suggested that *Khaled’s 
price must have strained his resources, 
Ellsworth, seated on a couch in one of the 
2 living rooms of his fine new home on

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went through England, France, Italy. and 
Ireland. looking at horses and gathering 
information. Of horses already at stud. 
*Nasrullah was Ellsworth’s first choice. 
*Khaled was next, although his price was 
$60.000 more than the $100.000 for which 
he could have bought Gulf Stream. 


The Long Breeding Season 


*Nasrullah was not available at that 
time. so Ellsworth made the deal for 
*Khaled with Prince Aly Khan, paying 
down $100,000. The horse was already 
committed to 20 mares. so he remained 
in Ireland for his first stud season and 
came to the U. S. in the summer of 1947. 
He ran 4 times at Santa Anita, winning a 
mile race, before beginning service at the 
Ellsworth stud in 1948. 

There he has been bred to what most 
horsemen would consider a_ prodigious 
number of mares. As in other things. 
Ellsworth has his own ideas on this sub- 
ject. 

“I breed a month to a month and a half 
longer than almost anyone else—and why 
not? Some foals will be late. of course. 
and late foals are at a disadvantage. But 
wait a minute. Barely Nothing was foaled 
June 5 and New Trend June 11. I had to 
wait on them until late in their 2-year-old 
season. Then they were good winners 
at Santa Anita and also at Hollywood Park. 

“When New Trend won the El Dorado 
Handicap at Hollywood Park July 19, he 
beat the best 3-year-old stakes horses out 
there, except Swaps and Bequeath, and 
carried top weight in doing it. He’s long- 
striding, with an effortless action, and is 
improving every day. He showed he can 
beat stakes horses in the El Dorado, which 
he couldn’t do for a while. Now we'll have 
to wait and see how far his improvement 
will take him. 

“Barely Nothing, the smallest horse we 
have in training. was third in his last start 
at Hollywood Park, narrowly beaten for it 


all, and he’d have won by open daylight 
except for trouble. I wouldn’t have either 
one of these if I’d stopped breeding on 
June 15 in 1952.” 

He nodded toward a mare and foal in a 
pasture at the Ontario farm. 

“There’s Silver Tussle, the dam of Tus- 
sle Patch that won 3 at Hollywood Park. 
Her foal there came early in July. so 
naturally it’s small now. But look at the 
fine conformation. I’m glad to have it. 
late or not, and I wouldn’t have it if I'd 
worried about the arrival of June 15 last 
year. 

“Another thing, mares get better in the 
summer. The sun seems to boil out their 
troubles. For that matter, you can breed 
any time, except the middle of winter. if 
you have the mares ready. This last 
spring it didn’t warm up as it usually does 
and there were 2 weeks I didn’t have 
any mares for *Khaled. 

“We breed quarter horses in Arizona. 
as well as here, and over there we want 
foals to come after July, because the rains 
don’t start until then, and a mare needs 
green feed when she’s got a foal pulling 
on her.” 


40 Mares, But If ... 


Mention was made of the large number 
of mares given *Khaled one season. 

“What has the number of mares got to 
do with it? It’s the number of services 
that’s important. I know some_ people 
have said I was going to wear *Khaled 
out by breeding him to too many mares, 
but the facts just don’t bear that out. 

“T book him to 40 mares. but if there’s 
another one horsing and he’s not busy, I 
go ahead and breed her. I think the most 
ever bred to him in one season was 57. 

“He’s bred not more than 5 times a 
week, although we did have to double up 
once this season and maybe twice last year. 
but a jam like that can happen with a 
few mares, too. Also, the times he was 


bred twice in one day. he was rested 
the day before and the day after. 


“So the number of mares he gets in a 
season depends on how quickly he can get 
them out of the way. The season he got 
the 57, they were catching quickly and I 
could give him some extra ones. This year 
they weren't. so I couldn’t. It was the 
same 4 years ago. He couldn't get the 
mares in foal and they kept coming back. 
We only got 10 foals ourselves from that 
breeding season.” 

He mused a moment before adding: 
“But among them were Swaps, Bequeath, 
and New Trend.” 

Iron Reward has been returned to 
*Khaled each season since foaling Swaps. 
Her 2-year-old is the stakes-winning colt 
Like Magic. the yearling is a filly, the 
suckling a colt. 

Because of extensive improvements still 
going forward at the new farm, breeding 
this year was done at Ontario. *Khaled’s 
paddock and big stall are just behind the 
houses. His shining brown coat ripples 
the sun’s highlights as he moves around 
the paddock with springy, powerful strides. 
He gets his exercise galloping in the pad- 
dock, Ellsworth said. 

“If someone stands out in the middle, 
he'll gallop around him, with maybe a 
shout now and then to prompt him. We 
don’t use a lunge line, though. Everything 
he does goes down in a book. If the groom 
has him galloping 20 minutes, that goes 
in the book. If he’s walked for 20, so 
does that. We check his sperm every 
time he’s bred, and if any variation shows 
up in that or his appearance, the record 
in the book helps us decide how to change 
his routine.” 


*Khaled was given wheat germ oil dur- 
ing the breeding season for a while, but 
it was discontinued. 

“Not that I have anything against it,” 
Ellsworth explains, “but I think it is need-

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ed more when there is no green feed. 
Here in California. where we have some 
green feed the year around, it just isn’t 
necessary.” 


Selection Standards 


The subject of nicks was brought up. 

“I don’t believe in any nick.” Ellsworth 
said firmly. “Pedigree is a good guide. if 
you don't know conformation, but a_per- 
son knowing conformation has an added 
advantage over one knowing pedigree 
alone. Pedigree is not enough. if confor- 
mation is bad, for like begets like. else we 
couldn't breed up. Consequently. a horse 
of bad conformation should be eliminated 
from breeding even if it has the best of 
pedigrees.” 

In Ellsworth’s opinion, performance is 
the best of all guides in selecting breeding 
stock. 

“It would be nice to have enough money 
to buy whatever mares I wanted. As long 
as I don’t have it. I rely on conformation 
first, breeding next, and performance last. 
because it is the most expensive.” 

He did go into partnership with Mrs. 
Richard Lunn on 2 *Alibhai mares she 
bought at the W. W. Naylor dispersal 
sale in June. Jana. a half-sister to Hill 
Gail. topped the sale at $37.000. Gold Sa- 
lute. dam of Golden Abbey, was a $30.000 
purchase. 

Of conformation, Ellsworth said he 
thought the ideal in the 3 major points of

the body—good height. width. and length 
—should be as a skilled artist would draw 
them to obtain perfect symmetry. 

Because he’s found that horses with a 
big gap between ribs and hip won't stand 
hard usage. he prefers one that is coupled 
close. with the floating ribs extending 
back close to the quarters. At the same 
time. he likes long-bodied horses. 

“A long-bodied horse can stride perhaps 
as much as 2 inches farther than a short- 
bodied one. so he’s going to cover ground 
with less effort than the short-bodied one 
and have more energy left to keep up his 
lick in the drive through the stretch.” 

Ellsworth always emphasizes balance. 

“Some horses.” he said, “get their full 
growth before racing. some afterward. 
Swaps pretty much had his height of 16 
hands 1%4 inches before he ever raced, but 
not his present length. Like Magic has a 
little more height than Swaps had at the 
same age. and if he gets the length he'll 
be all right. If he doesn’t get it. he won't 
be the horse Swaps is.” 

Ellsworth likes the muscles to be tough 
and springy, the croup as high as the 
withers. for giving the hind legs a longer 
are and greater propulsion. 

Swaps. of course. provides an excellent 
illustration. Here’s the way Ellsworth de- 
scribes him. 

“He is long-bodied. with the withers 
not too high in relation to his croup. The 
quarters are even and well shaped. All 


his lines, the primary ones an artist would 
be concerned with, are just right—in the 
withers, shoulders, barrel, and quarters, 
each in relation to the others—to have 
perfect balance. Swaps has great length of 
muscle running down to the hock, and 
width through the quarters as well. His 
knees are low and the pasterns moderate- 
ly long, insuring bounce and spring.” 

Broodmare records are kept on a large 
sheet ruled for all days in the first seven 
months of the year. He took a couple of 
lines at random and gave an almost day- 
by-day account of the mares from early 
in the year. Then he picked up a note- 
book in which the details were more 
complete. 


“We keep a mare at stud as long as she 
continues to produce big, robust foals. 
But as some grow older, they begin to 
drop weasel-looking foals, and we retire 
them right away.” 


The Farm at Chino 


The same thoroughness went into selec- 
tion of the new farm site as had preceded 
the purchase of *Khaled. Pomona Valley 
had just the climate Ellsworth wanted, 
the location was convenient, and there 
were other factors. He was going to irri- 
gate under the horses’ feet, and wanted 
soil with enough sand to prevent the 
ground from getting boggy when wet and 
to keep it soft when dry. 

In checking possible sites he drove

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more than 15,000 miles in California be- 
fore settling on the 220 acres just 7 miles 
west of his Ontario farm. At that time it 
was planted in beans. as much of the ad- 
joining acreage is now, but there were 
other horse farms near by. As soon as 
the deal was made. Ellsworth contracted 


for the land to be leveled. with just 
enough grade to spread irrigation water 
flowing from standpipes. year and 
$30.000 went into this operation, 


When the leveling was completed. the 
network of pipe was laid and the ground 
seeded with a mixture of 3 legumes. al- 
falfa. medina. and birdsfoot trefoil. and 3 
grasses. orchard. rye. and tall fescue. 

The Chino farm actually is in 4 pieces. 
divided by public roads into tracts of 100. 
90. 20. and 10 acres. All buildings are 
on the 90 acres, with the residences front- 
ing on Schaefer Avenue. and facing north. 
Ellsworth built a new one-story stucco 
home. A 2-story frame house was remod- 
eled as a residence for trainer Meshach 
Tenney and his family. 

Between these 2 houses are 2 smaller 
ones and a 3-unit apartment building. 
Ellsworth likes to provide housing for em- 
ployees who wish to live at the farm. <A 
concrete basketball and play court was 
laid out between the apartment dwelling 
and the Ellsworth home. The cutting pen. 
feed mill, storage bins. hay and stall barns 
are well to the rear of the residences. 


The 60 Pens 
The rest of the land is laid out in pas- 
tures—pens. Ellsworth sometimes calls 


them. just as he occasionally will refer 
to *Khaled’s paddock as a corral. The 
pastures are separated by fenced strips 
33 feet wide. 

“The separation strips all have water, so 
they can be used if I ever need them. 
Now, though, all I do is to turn cattle in 
often enough to keep the grass cropped,” 
Ellsworth said. 

East of the Ellsworth home are 6 pas- 
tures, 80 by 350 feet. Another 3 the same 
size are west of Tenney’s house. South 
of these and the farm buildings are 2 rows 
of larger pastures, each 132 by 756 feet. 
8 to a row. with lanes dividing them at 
the ends. Back of these, next to Edison 
Avenue, is a 5-furlong training track. 
There are 6 medium-size pastures inside 
the track and a larger one at each end. 

The 100 acres and the 20 north of 
Schaefer Avenue are laid out in the same 
way. When the move from the Ontario 
farm is completed, the ground there will 
be leveled and piped for irrigation like 
the Chino land. before it is refenced into 
larger pastures. Altogether, there are 60 
pastures. 

The larger ones each have 4 standpipes 
at the end for irrigating, with raised longi- 
tudinal channels to prevent water from 
one standpipe flowing from its section 
into that of another. These bordered 
channels would be quickly covered with 
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Jack Braz_eton at Controt Boarp oF ELLswortu’s Freep MILL. 


grass. like the rest of the pasture. except 
for a horse’s natural bent to follow any- 
thing that resembles a path. In single 
file. 6. maybe 8 of them will walk as if on 
parade, until they reach another spot that 
strikes their fancy for grazing. Their 
sandy-brown paths divide each green rec- 
tangle into 4 narrower ones. 

Irrigation is not needed through the 
winter, if rainfall is near normal. At 
other times the fields are watered about 
once a week, usually. The water comes 
from 3 deep wells, and a fourth is con- 
templated. 


Feeding and Fencing 

Concrete mangers are at the end of the 
pastures, so feed can be handled from a 
truck moving along the lanes. No more 
than 2 horses ever feed from the same 
manger. 

Ellsworth feeds grain once a day. in the 
morning. 12 quarts to a horse. on the 
average. It goes on top of chopped al- 
falfa hay. of which the mangers are never 
empty. The watering trough is of the 
same construction as the manger. with an 
automatic valve to keep the surface level 
constant. 

The 6-foot fence posts are of round 
pine, 5 inches across at the top, and dark- 
ened from creosote treatment under 8 
pounds of pressure. The fencing is close- 
ly woven V-mesh. which Ellsworth favors 
over planking for protection against mis- 


haps. Normally the mesh is fashioned 
from both 12- and 14-gauge strands. but 
Ellsworth wanted a uniform 12-gauge. 
since all strands are liable to the same 
pressures. Some substitute wire had to be 
used while the special order was made up. 
The pastures have no trees or sheds. 


Lanes where horses travel will be cov- 
ered with 3 to 4 inches of sand, and 
sprinklers will be installed on the fence 
top along one lane where yearlings are 
ridden during breaking. Dampened sand 
is “easy on the feet and legs.” 


Walls in this area, even of buildings. 
are of 4-inch wood up to a height of 9 
feet. They are built of 2-by-4’s, laid like 
brick, with three-quarter-inch steel rods 
running through the center and tying into 
a concrete foundation. This is the Ells- 
worth way of affording protection against 
entanglement of legs and at the same time 
of presenting a solid surface. with some 
give. in case a horse should be flung 
against it. 

Gate frameworks are fashioned from 
five-eighths-inch “sucker rod” used in oil 
well drilling, and again the safety factor 
is stressed. One gate already has had a 
test. A horse “spooked” and dashed 
against it, but the frame had enough flexi- 
bility to let it push past the post against 
which the swinging end was resting. The 
horse was saved from injury. and the gate 
was not damaged. 
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The Cutting Pen 

The cutting pen. focal of the 
whole pattern of pastures, is at the side 
of the stall barn. When open. its big 
gate dead-ends the lane. forcing approach- 
ing horses to enter. Seven stalls line 
each side. with a hexagonal enclosure, 25 
feet across. at the end. Eventually— 
after an underpass has been constructed— 
lanes from all pastures will lead to this 
cutting pen. which is almost a mile dis- 
tant from some of the pastures. The pen 
soon will be roofed, but not completely 
enclosed.

“Tenney. myself. or a hand.” Ellsworth 
said. “at any time of day or night, in any 
kind of weather. can have any horse on 
the place in one of those stalls within 20 
minutes after we start dressing. That's 
possible because we don't have to catch 
the horse in a field. 


“We don’t even put a halter on a young 
horse until it’s time for it to be ridden. 
A halter is a trap for it to catch a fore leg 
in, or maybe hang itself on a fence. And 
what good does it do?” 

Tracy Tenney. 13-year-old son of the 
trainer, gave a demonstration of the pen’s 
use shortly before he loaded his own 2- 
year-old Quarter Horse, Little Joe, and 
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shipped to Chicago with the Ellsworth 
string. He and Arthur Garibay. also 13 
and the son of an employee. rode Quarter 
Horses into a pasture and drove in 4 year- 
lings whose breaking had just. started. 
The yearlings jogged along the lanes until 
they wound up. inevitably. in the cutting 


pen. The big gate was closed, and Tracy 
and Arthur maneuvered them from the 


hexagon into individual stalls. 


Tracy slipped a rope hackamore over 
the head of a dark bay and began teach- 
ing him to respond to its tugs. now and 
then using a long buggy whip as a 
prompter. Ellsworth wants the yearlings 
taught to move around both sides of a per- 


son. Next. Tracy slapped gently at the 
colt with a “spook sack.” getting him 


used to sudden motions and touches. This 
early training session lasted for 15 or 20 
minutes. 


After a yearling becomes accustomed to 
the hackamore, a bridle is slipped on over 
it. In about 3 weeks the youngster is 
ready to be driven by a boy mounted on 
another horse, using long reins. A cou- 
ple of sessions of this and a surcingle is 
put on, then a saddle, and finally an exer- 
cise boy. 


Breaking starts in the late summer or 


early fall, according to the work sched. 
ule. Afterward the yearlings are turned 
out for a month, then taken up again to 
prepare for 2-year-old races. 

Ellsworth horses always are figure. 
eighted in the breaking process as well as 
throughout their racing. The ring in front 
of the barn at the track is the shape of 
an 8. Instead of walking for 40 minutes, 
horses are jogged over the figure-eight for 
5 minutes, then ridden back to their 
stalls. Horses are walked to cool out 
after races and works. of course. 


The Push-Buttons 

The feed mill. built to provide for cattle | 
as well as horses. is a marvel of electronic 
controls, engineered by Williamson and 
of Montebello. a suburb of | 
Angeles. 

“Td go to the engineers and tell them | 
what I wanted to do; they’d consider and 
tell me whether it was possible. If it | 
werent. they'd say what was.” 

That was Ellsworth’s laconic —— 
tion of all the figuring and planning. | 
Cost? “Let's just say there’s more than 
$200.000 in it so far.” 

Twenty tons of incoming ingredients 
can be unloaded and distributed to the 
various bins within 20 minutes. At the 
control panel. Ellsworth flipped one of the 
multiple switches and a red light above it 
flashed as a horn blared. 

“That means that bin is full.” he said. 
“With a signal like that. a hand doesn't 
have to keep a constant check on_ the 
gauge.” 

Ellsworth looked around the big room. 


Sons 


stacked at one end with bales of hay. as 
if to consider the best way to start ex- 
plaining the operation. 


“At first. one powerful permanent 
magnet was believed to be enough to 


catch all stray metal, but a second was 
added as a safety measure. When we 
found that second one occasionally picking 
up a small metal piece. we added 3 more. 
and now we know none is getting by.” 

On the big control panel are buttons 
labeled for concentrate bins. grain scalper. 
batch mixer. hydraulic pump No. 1. mix 
feed bin screw. molassizer, over-tank 
screw, grain cleaner, barley roll, warehouse 
screw No. 1, sacking hopper. and so on. 

You push a black button. A red light 
glows above it until the red button below 
is pushed to stop the operation. You 
push these buttons and ingredients begin 
to pour down to weigh themselves out on 
a scale at the right of the panel, then drop 
into the batch mixer. Each ingredient 
flows until the red button controlling it is 
punched to shut it off. 

Not Even Buttons 

A push-button feed mill was marvelous: 
ly quick and efficient, but not quite up to 
what Ellsworth wanted. He’d been nos 
ing around concrete plants, where con- 
trols were automatic. The result was an- 
other panel—covered and kept locked— 
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beside the one containing the push-but- 
tons. This one has dials which can be set 
to control the flow of ingredients auto- 
matically. 

“They are accurate to the ounce,” Ells- 
worth said. “Set these dials, throw the 
switch. and the operation begins. You 
can even control the order in which the 
ingredients go into the mix. When one 
batch is weighed out and in the mixer. 
weighing of the next batch starts. This 
panel can control 11 ingredients.” 

Ellsworth sets the formula and size of 
the mix. the formulas naturally differing 
for horses and cattle. That for horses 
includes rolled oats, bran, kelp, vitamins 
and minerals. blackstrap molasses. A lit- 
tle salt is also added, as well as the 
Whitehurst X-P-L formula) which Ells- 
worth has been using for 5 years against 
worms. 

A truck or car is used to push hay bales 
into a position where the wires may be 
snipped and the hay rolled onto a con- 
veyor which carries it to the chopper and 
wherever else the automatic controls in- 
dicate. Alfalfa is fed at the farm. half 
alfalfa and half timothy at the track. 

The special feed was shipped to Church- 
ill Downs for Swaps and also to Chicago 
for the string of 19 horses there. Tenney 
and Ellsworth believe that a change in 
feed is more likely to upset a horse than 
a change in water. 


Saddle-Maker, Blacksmith 


On the way past the end of the hay 
barn. Ellsworth threw open a door and 
nodded inside. “This is the saddlery.” 
he said. There were half a dozen stock 
saddles. one almost new. 

“I do that work.” he said casually. “I 
always have made the saddles—for 25, no. 
for 27 years. Mish and I do all the shoe- 
ing too. I shod my first mare when I was 
8 and I'd never seen any reason to have 
anyone else do it for me since.” 

He and Tenney and the hands do most 
of the doctoring. too, while waiting on 
Kacy to take over that end. Kacy. now 
21. started out to major in business ad- 
ministration, but after a year at Pomona 
College. though, he decided on veterinary 
medicine and transferred to Arizona State 
College at Tempe for 2 years of prelimi- 
nary study. Now he has completed a year 
in the Veterinary College of the Univer- 
sity of California at Davis. 

Besides Kacy (the nickname derives 
from the initials for Kumen Cooper). the 
other Ellsworth children are Karen, 18; 
Karmen. 16; Kim. 11. and Kerry, 8. 

Rex Ellsworth at 47 is lean and rangy, 
with tremendous energy. Obviously he is 
not a worrier or pessimist, for he has no 
insurance on either Swaps or *Khaled. 
He’s thought it all out with characteristic 
thoroughness and decided that for the 
present the money the premiums would 
take may be used to better advantage else- 
where. 
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The Boom of 1955 


The Thoroughbred yearling market, 
which usually lags a few steps behind 
other economic indicators. has got around 
to registering the boom of 1954 and 1955. 
The 234 yearlings which sold at Saratoga 
last week represented the smallest num- 
ber since 1945 in the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany’s summer auction in New York, but 
they brought the largest total in the his- 
tory of the Saratoga sales. The average 
of $9.374 was 18.2 per cent higher than 
in 1954. and 12.3 per cent higher than 
the $8.350 average of 1953, which was the 
highest previous record. 

This was the second chapter of a story 
which had opened a fortnight earlier at 
Keeneland. The $11.167 average for 346 
yearlings sold by the Breeders’ Sales Com- 
pany was 12.3 per cent higher than the 
previous record of $9.940 established there 
in 1954. 

‘If the Aga Khan’s consignment of 23 
head is omitted from the 1954 totals at 
Saratoga. the remaining 249 yearlings 
averaged $7.21]. The 1955 average was 
30 per cent above that figure—a spectac- 
ular gain. 
small portion of the over-all increase 
was due to the fact that the 1955 sale was 
abnormally loaded with colts. which or- 
dinarily sell at higher prices than fillies 
of comparable background. The 1955 sale 
had only 37.6 per cent fillies, as compared 
with the near-normal 41.2 per cent in 
1954. If the proportion between the sexes 
had been the same as last year. and the 
averages for colts and fillies the same as 
they were this year. the 1955 average 
would have been $9.273. or 16.9 per cent 
above that of 1954. 

On the other hand. fillies showed a 
much more striking gain in average price 
than did the colts. Their $7.530 average 
was 38.9 per cent higher than last year. 
though only 5.5 per cent above the 1953 
level. The $10.486 average for colts rep- 
resented an increase of only 8.2 per cent. 
With the Aga Khan’s 19 colts left out of

consideration in the 1954 sale, the other 
141 colts averaged $8.617; the 1955 aver- 
age for colts was 21.7 per cent higher. 

The highest price of the week. $44,000, 
was far below the $75,000 top of last year, 
but except for this one outburst the mar- 
ket was clearly as strong as that of 
1954 in the upper ranges. and_ stronger 
elsewhere. Seventy-nine yearlings, or 33.8 
per cent. sold for $10.000 or more. This 
was the highest percentage of Saratoga 
yearlings ever to reach the $10.000 mark. 

The difference in buyers’ attitudes was 
particularly noticeable at the lowest levels, 
The bottom 10 per cent of yearlings 
could have been bought last year for a 
maximum price of $1.600; this vear it 
took bids up to $3.000 to get all of the 
bottom 10 per cent. The 1955 market was 
strong at the top. as in 1954, and strong 
at the bottom. as in 1953. 

Combining the Keeneland and Saratoga 
totals. 580 yearlings have sold for $6.057.- 
200. average $10.443. The Fasig-Tipton 
Company’s next sales will be those of 
Canadian breeders at Toronto August 
22 and of California breeders at Del Mar 
August 29-30. Records appear in danger 
at both of these auctions.
